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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicants 
submission (After Final response) filed on June 23, 2006 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment was received on August 9, 2006 along with the RCE. The decision on petition to 
revive was granted on August 24, 2006. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks on pages 6-13, filed on June 23, 2006 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-19 and 25-29 are allowed and re-numbered to claims 1-24. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. The instant invention defines a method for displaying an image only to an authorized user as 
disclosed in claims 1 and 25. The claimed invention distinguishes over the prior art by the manner in 
which the method sequentially displays the selected images on a display device. The claimed 
combination allows for improving a method and a system for displaying an image only to an authorized 
user. This type of method and an apparatus is conventional in the art. However, the prior art of record 
fails to teach generating a data image; generating a mask image from pixels of the data image wherein the 
mask image is a negation of the pixels of the data image generating automatically a select signal with a 
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controller; selecting alternately the data image or the mask image according to the select signal; and 
sequentially displaying the selected images on a display device to merge the data image and the mask 
image into a perceived continuous image to provide a perceived gray image to an unauthorized user while 
displaying the data image only to an authorized user. These elements in combination with all of the other 
elements of the claims are not taught or fairly suggested in the prior art of record. The dependent claims 
2-19 and 26-29 are allowed for the same reasons.
